New Trial for Oister 
Is Challenged 
By State 
Another entry' in the long 
legal ledger of the Brile Broth­ 
ers garage arson case was made 
in the Supreme Court of Penn­ 
sylvania Monday at Philadel­ 
phia. 
At stake is the conviction and 
the freedom of Howard N. Ois­ 
ter. Pottstown. only one of three 
defendants who hasn’t over­ 
come the charges. 
The 
Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania In this pro­ 
ceeding was appealing the 
order of the State Superior 
Court of the past August 6, 
which ordered a new trial 
for Oister, a 55 year old 
fo r m e r heavy-equipment 
operator. 
Appearing for the Common­ 
wealth was Pottstown Attorney 
Henry T. Crocker, assistant 
Montgomery county district at­ 
torney. 
Representing Oister. now en­ 
feebled by diabetes and compli­ 
cations of other ailments, was 
Norristown Attorney Anthony J .’ 
Giangiulio. • • • 
THE COURT en banc heard 
the State’s appeal in the Eastern 
district court proceeding at 
Philadelphia City Hall. 
Briefs stating the cases in full 
were handed up and the two 
lawyers made brief presenta­ 
tions, followed by questioning 
from the bench. 
Crocker argues that the U.S. 
Supreme court, which acted in 
the Oister case, remanded it for 
a hearing on the voluntariness 
of his confession, not for a new 
trial. 
The Superior court had no 
authority to do any more 
than 
direct 
Montgomery 
county court to test the vol­ 
untariness of the confession, 
Crocker continued. 
Now the Superior court, act 
ing on Oister’s later appeal 
compounded its original erroi 
by granting a “new trial.” 


THE

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Writer Wins Pulitzer Prize for Viet Nam Work 


EDWIN WAY TEALS 
NEW YORK (AP) — Peter 
Arnett of the Associated Press 
won the 1966 Pulitzer Prize for 
international reporting Monday 
for his dispatches from Viet 
Nam. It was the third succes­ 
sive award to the news service 
for its coverage of the Asian 
war.Haynes Johnson of the Wash­ 
ington Evening Star won the 
Pulitzer Prize for national re­ 
porting. His father, Malcolm 
Johnson of the old New York 
Sun, won a reporting prize in 
3949. The only other falher-son 
winners in the history of the 
awards also came from the Star 
— the late Clifford M. Berry­ 
man in 1944 and his son. James 
T. Berryman in 1950. Both of the 
latter won cartooning prizes. 
The Boston Globe won the Pu­ 
litzer Prize for meritorious pub­ 
lic service by a newspaper, for 
a campaign to prevent the con­ 
firmation of Francis X. Morris­ 
sey as a federal district judge in 
Massachusetts. 
In the field of letters, Arthur 
M. Schlesinger Jr., who won the 
history award in 1946. added the 
1966 Pulitzer Prize for biogra-j 
phy. for "A Thousand Day*;! 
John F. Kennedy in the White 
House.**

We Chase Away Housing 
rpH E MERCURY feels the Pottstown Plan 
ning commission did a disservice to the 
community in rejecting plans for several 
apartment houses in the North End. 
The commission turned down requests for 
an li-unit housing project at Spruce and Gay 
streets, and for a 56-unit high rise apartment 
on the Yergey warehouse site on North 
Charlotte street, near Nightingale avenue. 
The Mercury he lie ves concessions 
should have been made, mainly because 
Pottstow n needs housing of the apartment 
type, and secondly this is driving housing 
outside the borough. 
Such action by the Planning commission 
is sending the contractors into neighborhood 
communities, and taking a vay potential 
Pottstonians. 
North Coventry, especially, is a center 
of housing activity . . . and this will make 
for a flourishing community there, adding in­ 
hábil ants to a growing shopping center. 
William A. Griffith, m c m b e r of the 
commission, was quite right in arguing 
against the turndown. Griffith is an ardent 
Pottstonian who has only the good of the 
community at mind. He pointed out we are 
stifling progress by stringent rules against 
this type apartment. 
We agree with him. We say an apart­ 
ment building at Spruce and Gay would 
be a credit to the community, possibly 
eliminating an eyesore there. This is 
not a beautiful section of town, and new 
homes should possibly enhance what now 
is considered as a less than desirable 
section. 
As for the Yergey warehouse site, who 
wouldn’t want to see a modern building there 
instead of the red bjjick former and abandoned 
school building? 
This ancient building, while valuable 
as a storehouse for the Yergey firm, 
certainly does not compliment the build­ 
ings near it, such as the beautiful Grace 
Lutheran church and the eye-filling 
Pottstown hospital. 
Tbe Mercury believes the Planning 
commission follows too closely the ideas of 
Consultant Lawrence Levine. He is not a 
Pottstonian. He merely comes here as a 
consultant. What does he know' of the local 
Pottstown scene? 
We wish tbe Pottstown planners would use 
some independent thought on this matter — 
and we recommend to Pottstown borough 
council that it consider these items thoroughly 
before making a final decision. 
Taking Much Credit 
IN A PRETENTIOUS publicity pamphlet 
issued by the Pottstown Chamber of 
Commerce, there is an item proclaiming: 
*‘New companies brought into area since 
Industrial Development started in 1963." 
It then lists the Aberle Hosiery company, 
the Holiday Inn, and the Roadway Express, 
Inc.We hope the Chamber of Commerce does 
not infer from its ianguage ‘‘brought into 
area" that it was the impetus behind these 
organizations coming to Pottstown. 
This is far from the truth. The verb 
"bring" is in transitive and suggests 
action by tbe subject. This was not the 
case here. 
The Chamber of Commerce did supply 
some' of these firms with information — for 
which it exists — but by no stretch of the 
imagination can the Chamber say it 
"brought" in the companies, or add the 
actions as part of its accomplishments. 
The Aberle Hosiery company, came here 
as a sole decision of its owner, Nicholas 
Malesky, a Stowe native who nowr lives in 
Pottstown. He had two mills, one in Emmaus, 
the other in the South. He came here because 
of ideal conditions and "because it’s my 
home." 
Malesky admitted the Chamber helped 
him in getting a site, hut otherwise the 
decision was his. 
The Holiday Inn came here after a long, 
complete survey made by itself. During this 
survey, information was gleaned from the 
Chamber, but the local organization had no­ 
thing at all to do with the decision. Holiday 
Inn acknowledged in dedication publicity in 
The Mercury that its favorable thorough 
survey, w as the sole factor to its coming here. 
No outside influence existed. 
As for the Roadway Express, Inc. the 
driving force behind this deal was Realtor 
James J. Moore, who worked long and hard 
to have the company base an agency here. 
It teas a tenuous situation for a time, be­ 
cause of labor difficulties but Moore hung on 
to close the deal. 
The Mercury hasn’t been able to discover 
ANY industry that was "brought" to Potts­ 
town by the Chamber within the past several 
years.

Poland Shifts Plans 
In Church Struggle

AP Warsaw, Poland Observer 
Poland, probably the only na­ 
tion in modern times to decline 
a Pope’s visit, has shifted tac­ 
tics in its struggle with the Ro­ 
man Catholic Church. 
There is evidence that Wla* 
dyslaw' Gomulka’s Communist 
regime may feet it went too far 
with its harsh attacks on Polish 
bishops, staging of government 
rallies in close proximity to reli­ 
gious celebrations, and closing 
Polish borders to foreign pil­ 
grims. 
Gomulka himself eased up on 
the Church by omiting expected 
criticism of the bishops from his 
May Day speech. He acknowl­ 
edged that "the 1.000th anniver­ 
sary of the Polish state is close­ 
ly connected with the entry of 
Christianity into the Polish 
land. 
In recent days, the govern­ 
ment has started to show con­ 
cern about 
Poland's image 
abroad on the question of reli­ 
gious freedom. 
§ * * * 
A few Western newsmen were 
given Polish entry visas at al­ 
most the last minute to cover 
Tuesday’s main celebration at 
Czestochowa of the 1.000th anni­ 
versary of Christianity. This 
occurred after refusal of visas 
to numerous Western newsmen 
and broadcasters who asked 
months ago. 
The government press office 
has issued its first fact sheet on 
the position of the Catholic 
Church in Poland. It seeks to, 
demonstrate that the Church 
has prospered under Communist 
rule, saying the number of dio­ 
ceses, parishes, bishops and 
clergy have sharply increased 
since 1937. 
The rival, simultaneous cele­ 
brations of the Polish miUeninm 
staged April 16-17 at Poznan and 
Gniezno. west-central Poland, 
are coming to be regarded as a 
turning point in the church-state 
struggle. The government, de­ 
manding 
compulsory 
attend­ 
ance, drew larger crowds, but 
the Catholic Church was the 
generally acknowledged winner 
in terms of enthusiasm and in­ 
creased prestige. 
Gomulka said at Poznan that 
foreign 
religious 
dignitaries, 
including Pope Paul VI, were 
not being allowed to enter Po­ 
land for the millenium because 
the invitations had not been 
cleared with the government 
and it would imply approval of 
a Church policy with anti-Soviet 
overtones.

Many a Pole has questioned 
whether Gomulka helped his 
cause by declaring publicly that 
his government barred a Pope 
from this predominantly Catho­ 
lic country, especially when the 
Vatican declared a week later 
that the pontiff had wanted to 
come. 
Some feel the regime has 
over-reacted to the November 
1965 Polish bishops’ controver­ 
sial letter of invitation to the 
German bishops. 
The general feeling is that the 
bishops were on weak ground 
with the message, proposing 
forgiveness and reconciliation 
with the Germans in a country 
where every family still mourns 
loved ones killed by the Nazis.
